^w ounded to hospitals fo r fu rth er 
'tre a tm e n t; third, the use of sul­ 
pha drugs in 
the treatm ent 
of 
wounds, and fourth, surgical skill. 
“M ost of you cannot do much 
about the last th ree,” stated Gen­ 
eral G rant, “but every one of you 
:an help w ith the first, Blood P las­ 
m a.” 
Ernie Pyle, widely known w ar 
correspondent, sick in a field hos­ 
pital in Sicily, w rote fo r the W ash­ 
ington Post, “ And while we are 
- o n the subject of plasm a, th e dec­ 
r i e r s asked me a t least a dozen 
tim es 
to 
w rite 
about 
plasm a. 
‘W rite lots about it, go clear over­ 
board about it, say th at blood plas­ 
m a is the outstanding m edical dis­ 
covery of this w ar,’ they said. 
^ 
“So I beg of you folks a t home 
to give and keep giving your blood. 
W e’ve got plenty on hand now, 
b ut if we ever run into m ass cas­ 
ualties such as they have had on 
the R ussian front, we will need 
untold am ounts of it.” 
^ 
It is statem ents such as these 
th a t bring home to the people of 
every village and ham let in A m er­ 
ica, the realization of the im port­ 
ant p art they can play in winning 
the w ar and the saving of life. 
^ J u s t a few' m inutes of tim e and 
i t contribution has been made th at 
m ay save the life of some lad on 
the battlefront.

AN ORDINANCE 
REGULATING THE SETTING 
OF GRASS FIRES 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE 
OF ARLINGTON H E I G H T S , 
COUNTY OF COOK AND STATE 
OF ILLINOIS: 
SECTION I. 
That hereafter it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
or corporation to start or cause to 
be started, or knowingly permit lf 
be started or set on any premises 
within the Village of Arlington 
Heights, any fire, commonly called 
a grass fire, or prairie fire, for the 
purpose of burning of grass, weed#, 
leaves or other combustible mater­ 
ial, without first obtaining a per­ 
mit therefor from the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 
SECTION 2. Any person, firm 
or corporation desiring to set such 
a fire shall make written applica­ 
tion for such permit, addressed to 
the President and Board of Trus­ 
tees of this Village, which appli­ 
cation for permit shall state the 
location where such fire is to be 
set, the approximate size of the 
area to be burned over, and Hie 
number of persons who will be in 
charge of said proposed fire to 
guard against its getting out of 
control. 
In such application the 
applicant for such 
permit 
shall 
also specifically agree that he will 
be responsible for and assume to 
pay all costs and 
damages that 
may result either to the village or 
any private property owner as the 
1 result of the setting of such fire, 
including the costs to the Village 
of the operation of its fire depart­ 
ment, iii case such fire department 
shall be called to extinguish such 
fire, or any fire resulting there­ 
from. 
SECTION 3. 
with the Village Clerk of such ap 
plication, complying with the re- 
quirements hereinbefore prescrib­ 
ed, said Village Clerk shall, with­ 
out any costs to the applicant, is­ 
sue a permit pursuant to such ap­ 
plication, which permit however 
shall be good only for the day on 
which it is issued, and provided, 
that no permit shall be issued on 
such application on any dajJ when 
the weather is \$indy or stormy, 
making the setting of such a fire 
hazardous. 
SECTION 4. 
Nothing in this 
ordinance shall interfere with the 
burning of leaves or other rub­ 
bish by the owner or occupant of 
the premises on which same are 
burned if such leaves or rubbish 
have been raked and piled and the 
fire is being attended in compli­ 
ance with the provisions of any 
other ordinances of this Village. 
SECTION 5. Any person, firm 
or corporation violating the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance shall, up- 
j on conviction thereof, be subject 
to a fine of not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $50.00.

As the global conflict grows in 
intensity, and the crucial stage of 
the war is at hand, the American 
Red Cross is “stepping” up its ac­ 
tivities to keep pace with the grow­ 
ing needs of the Armed Forces. 
The American Rd Cross now has 
men 
and 
women workers 
with 
troops in fifty-three strategic con­ 
tinental and insular areas. 
In 
Europe, Africa, and the fronts of 
the F ar East, Red Cross workers 
cither went, into the theatres with 
invasion forces or else followed 
within a short time. 
The American Red Cross ic now 
operating 35 blood donor centers 
and Go mobile units for the col­ 
lection of the precious fluid.

vided departing troops with 2,500,- 
000 kit bags filled with comfort 
articles. The Production Corps is 
the largest of the volunteer serv­ 
ices.

Must take care 
in sending V-mail 


If you don’t want your V-mail 
letter to go to the .soldier you’re 
writing to overseas, skip this dry 
little essay and turn to the sports 
pages. 
Reminding the folks on the home 
front that a lot of V-maiP winds 
up undelivered in the dead letter 
office, Major General H. S. A rr­ 
and, Commanding General, Sixth 
Service Command, Army Service 
Forces, today asked the 
public’s 
co-operation iji the tremendous job 
of getting yd>ur V-mail letter to 
your soldier overseas. 
Major 
Kenneth 
H. 
Donnelly, 
postal officer of the Sixth Service 
Command, 
at General 
Aurand’s 
suggestion, offers 
the following 
hints to get your V-mail message 
to all the fro n ts' where American 
soldiers consider 
mail call 
the 
most important sound a bugle can 
blow. 
The soldier’s address, as well as 
the w riter’s return address, on the 
message side of the V-mail letter, 
should be printed completely, cor­ 
rectly, and plainly. 
Besides the 
plainly printed name of the sol­ 
dier, the address must contain his 
rank or rating, the unit to which 
he is assigned, the APO number 
and should be sent in care of the 
proper postmaster. 
Don’t try to enclose anything in­ 
side a V-mail letter 
and don’t 
paste anything on the 
message 
side of the sheet. 
The 
writing 
must 
be 
fairly 
large, clear and well-spaced and 
ink should be used when a type­ 
w riter isn’t available. Remember 
that w riting done with pencil, light 
ink, or a worn typew riter ribbon 
does not photograph well. 
W rit­ 
ing which strays beyond the red 
border of the V-mail forms will 
not be visible after the filming and 
ink spots, grease, lip-stiek or any 
other stains show up only as black j 
blotches.

Leather glove!, for civilian w ear 
will be reduced approxim ately 50 
per cent in the m onths ahead, ac­ 
c o rd in g to m anufacturers and ta n ­ 
ners. At the present the govern- 
I merit is considering the use of the 
better grades of cape and some 
other leathers for gloves for all 
! branches of the arm ed forces. To 
: date these leathers have been used 
I only to m ake gloves for the vari- 
- us wom en’s groups of the arm y 
I and navy. Horsehide has predom ­ 
inated in practically 
gloves 
j made for the men of the arm ed 
| forces. 
To give the gloves now on hand 
I the best care possible is the logical 
I solution of this shortage problem, 
I says Miss Edna R. G ray, clothing 
specialist, 
U niversity of 
Illinois 
College of A griculture. Mend them 
I prom ptly and carefully, and w hen­ 
ever possible, prevent them from 
becoming 
wet. 
However, 
when 
I they are wet, stuff 
them with 
I crushed paper and dry them slow- 
! Iv and aw ay from the heat. 
U sually the glove fingers call 
for attention first. One very satis- 
! factory method to use in m ending 
either leather 
or fabric 
th a t is 
worn—n ot ju st ripped—is to blan­ 
ket stitch around the worn edges. 
Then rem ake the seam by lacing 
the edges together 
through the 
purl of the blanket stitch. If the 
fabric is not worn, rem ake the rip ­ 
ped seam ju st as you would mend 
such 
a 
seam 
in any garm ent. 
Gloves w ith inseam s— seam s m ade 


to the inside—should be mended 
w ith seam s to the inside. 
Those 
with outseam s should be mended 
with the sea ms to the outside. 
Use a hard tw isted thread, about 
the w eight of buttonhole tw ist, anil 
a fine and fairly long needle for 
m ending, 
A long-eyed needle is 
not suitable because the thickness 
of the eye m akes the needle holes 
too large. 
One reason why m any women 
dislike m ending gloves is th a t it 
j is difficult to do w ithout catching 
the finger in the seam of the glove. 
|l t will help to use som ething in­ 
side of the finger while the mend­ 
ing is being done. It m ay be pos­ 
sible to secure an article about 
the thickness of a small finger a t 
notion counters which will serve 
the purpose. Some stocking dam - 
i ors have a round handle th a t will 
fit into the glove finger. Very often 
a round clothes pin th at is not 
j too large, or a smooth wooden peg, 
’can be used.

Disking down plant m aterial in­ 
stead of plowing is “old Stuff” to 
m any m idw estern farm ers and not 
a new practice, as a recent book 
about the “ folly” of plowing m ay

R. S. Stauffer, assistant professor 
of soil physics, U niversity of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture. 
“For years 
erosion

sloping land have been reduced by 
using a disk instead of a plow, 
although m any experim ents show 
that 
plowed out yields 
unplowed 
land,” Stauffer says. “Of course 
sod will have to he plowed.” 
He believes th a t some of the 
readers may have accepted as facts 
certain theories set forth in the 
book th at are unproved or not ten ­ 
able.

War gasoline 
better on trips; 
who takes trips? 


The new w ar gasoline now be­ 
ing pumped into tanks of vehicles 
operated by ho mf front motorists 
results in more miles to the gal­ 
lon on the open highway, but falls 
a trifle short in stop-and-go driv­ 
ing, according to reports forward­ 
ed to the Chicago Motor club. 


An exhaustive survey to com­ 
pare 
pre-war gasoline with 
the 
present motor fuel, Hie octane con­ 
tent o f which has been reduced to 
meet m ilitary demands, was re­ 
cently completed by the Automo­ 
bile Club of Southern California. 


Duplicating conditions of a sim­ 
ilar survey conducted in 1942, the 
same car, piloted by a club engin­ 
eer, was used in test runs routed 
o\er tile sam e courses. 
Results 
were checked both 
for non-stop 
performance and the trips through 
typical metropolitan areas. 
On the open highway, traveling 
non-stop, the debased gasoline re­ 
turned more miles to the gallon at 
every test speed than that given 
by the gas of "pre-ceiling vintage.” 
The complete non-stop test data 
follows; 


A t 35 miles an 'hour, the w ar­ 
time 
fuel 
produced 
21.35 
m iles 
per gallon compared with 20.67 
miles returned on the 1942 gaso­ 
line; at 30 m.p.h.. the debased gas­ 
oline gave 22.45 milos, while in 
1912 at this speed the recording 
was 21.28; at 25 m.p.h., it was 
23.00 this year compared to 22.27; 
at 20, 
the war gasoline proved 
best, 
23.73 
miles to the gallon 
against 22.02. 
Driven at legal speeds through 
75 miles of stop-and-go traffic in 
the Los Angeles metropolitan dis­ 
tricts, excluding the heavily con­ 
gested downtown sectors, the war 
fuel gave up 16.48 miles to the 
gallon, while in 
1942, 
the test 
showed an average of 16.51 — a 
less of only 3/100ths of a mile per 
gallon. 
This drop, in face of in­ 
creased m ileage on the open road, 
is largely accounted for by the 
fact that more gasoline is used to­ 
day in making cold starts, engin­ 
eers pointed out.
